Clallam 1s the npame of a county and
comes from the ludian tribe of that
name, which wes originally written
S'Kiullam. It is smd by the Clallam In-
dians to be a corraption of their own
nnme for th;ws&lrua, Nuo-sklaim, meau-
mg “‘strung people.” More probably,
however, 1t cornes trmu the &Ink.ﬂh name
for them, meaniag *‘clam pe ople,” from
“klolab,” 8 clum, nod “aht,’” o man,

Se-quum, Clnllam county, is a corrup-
tion of the lopdian name for the same
place, which is “Snchekivaiing.”

Snobomish, Mason county, comes from
the Indian nawe for themsslves of the
Indians living there, which was Skaw-
kaw-bish, wiich the Clallums call S'kaw-
kEaw-mish. It means “river people,”
from kaw, fresh water, the Snobomish
river being the largest body of fresh wa-
ter in tlml region. T'he termination
“migh,” or “bish," so common on the
Sound, means people, the Snohomish
word for people being “klowolbish,” and
that of the lower Chehalis Indians, alah-
mish.

Twana is o corroplion from Too-au-
bu, the original name of the tribe, of
which the Sunohomish Indisns were one
band, nnd is said by George Gibbs to be
reported to mean, “a portage,” becaunse o
short portage across the bead of Hood's
cannl will save 8 water trip around the
peninsula by way of Port Gamble: but 1
have never been able to verify it, though
I have often inguired of the Indians,
Chehslis, nmme of river, county and
town, 18 propounced by the Indians Tse-
bha-lis, and by some early wnters was
written Chickelis, 1t means “land,” and
was given to the Indimns about the
river's mouth becanse of the sand there,
and hence the early settlers gave the
river and upper Chebnlis Indians the
same name, thongh originally neither
was calied by this name by the Indians.
Wishkab, Chehalis county, is a corrap-
tionof the Chkehalis name Hwish-kall,
and means “stinking water. v

Skookum Chuek, Thurston eounty, is
fmm the Chinook jargon, and menns
“strong or swift water.,” Skookum comes
originally from the Chehalia word sku-
kum, sirong, and chuck, water, from the
word Tl-tsuk, in the old Chinook lan-
guige, which in Nootka is Chauk, and
Clatsop, Tl-chuky.

Skookum bay, Mason county, has the
game otigin, and was given to the bay
hecause the tides rmsh through it with
great swiftness. -
Toumwater, Thurston county, is & Chi-
nook jargon word, mesning “waterfall.”
1t ongmnu-d from the kEnglish word
“water,” aud “tom™ by onowatapolin, ns
the sonnd of the wnltrfull reminded poo-
ple of that sound. So “tummtum,” the
word in the same langoage for bearts,
was given to it becouse of the nose of
thie beating of the heart, which reminded
them of such sounds,

Tacoma means in the Nisqually lan-
guage “the mountain;” but it was not
given to it by the Indinns, ns their nume
for it was Luwak-ha or Twawhnuk.
Bentlle was the nawe of un Indisn
chief, who was very friendly ito the
whites. Asn rule the nowes of Indinns
on Puget Sound bave no wore mesning
thnn those of America,

wide bay with a swnll mouth,

Stillaguamish weans *river people,”

It evidently comes
trom the Indian word “Calamet,” mesn-
ing “stone.’” nnd is believed to have been
given to the river beenuse of the fact
that it has o stony bed along its whole
course

Enlama is believed 1o be simply & cor-
ruption of the above word Calamet—
“stone,™

La Camas, Clarke connty, is the Chi-
nook jargon name for an esculent rout.
It comes from the French “la™ and the
Nootka word “chamass,” which Jewett
says means “fruit, sweet, pleasant to
tuste."” )

Walla Walls, written Wolla Wollah by
Lewis and Clarke, is & Nez Perce and
Cn)'nsa word, the root of which is “wa-
latsa,” which menns “ronning,” bence
“running water.” I'wo meanings of it
are given, ohe bung"u amall stream run-
ning into o lurge one,” that is the Walla
Walla river ﬂupt;m;., into the Colum-
bin.” Another is “ripple after ripple,”
“fall after fall.”

Wallola means tho same ns Walls
Whalls, but is in the Walla Walla lan-

age.

Almota, Whitman county is a corrup-
tion of the Nez Perce word “allamotin™
and means torch-light fishery.”

Alpowa, Garfield county, is a Nez
Peroe word, n.nd means “the mouth of
Spring creek,” The Indian name of the
creak Ls"njpaha. which means “spring
creek,” and was so given because of the
numerous springs there.

Pataha is o Nez Perce weord, and meana
